an added problem 
in the Ukraine. 


Lack of funds, says this report, has 
caused the government in the Ukraine 
to order the closing of all institutions 
caring for Jewish children. This ac- 
tion has added many thousands of or- 
phans to the hundreds of thousands ot 
unfortunates 
now wandering from 


place* to place seeking food and shel- 
ter.-vastly overtaxing all relief organ- 
izations. 


In the cities of Uman, Svenpgrad 


and: Tarnox alone, this order discon- 
tinues the only shelters for more than 
20,000 children, as well as more than 
half 
of 
the kitchens, professional 


schools, trade institutions, nurseries 
and kindergartens which' had been 
aiding a vast number of children who 
could not be given the fullest 
care. 


The same type of work has been or- 
dered discontinued in Kiev, ©zitomir, 
Rerdichev and other towns, as well as 
hundreds ot villages around those sec- 
tions. 


In addition to the thousands of chil- 


dren of seven or eight years -ot age 
who had become beggars and poten- 
tial criminals, says this report, the 
closing order has cast adrift thous- 
ands of older Jewish girls who are 
forced to sacrifice even honor to ob- 
tain a pittancp, of food.
